REMARKS 

I. Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

The Examiner has rejected claims 2, 4 and 16-18 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Baraldi 
et al. (USP# 4,060,042) in view of Giraud et al. (USP# 3,916,806) on the assertion that it would 
be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to utilize the conical shape taught by Giraud et al. 
for the incineration section 8 of Baraldi and that it would have been obvious to combine the 
combustion nozzles 176 of Giraud in the incineration section 8 of Baraldi to arrive at the 
presently claimed invention. 

In order for a combination of references to render a claim obvious, the combination of 
references must teach or suggest each of the elements of the claimed invention and must also 
provide the motivation to combine these elements to create the claimed invention . In re Fine, 5 
U.S.P.Q.2d 1597 (Fed. Cir. 1988), In re Rouffet, 47 U.S.P.Q.2d 1453, 1456 (Fed. Cir. 1998) 
and In re Geiger, 2 U.S.P.Q.2d 1276 (Fed. Cir. 1987) In re Dembiczak (175 F.3d 994, 50 
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
